The consensus of criticism of Myrtle 
Reed’s books is that as literary pro¬ 
ductions they cannot be rated highly. 
As delightful reading and worthy of 
admiration for exquisite phrasing and 
musical wording they deserve warm 
commendation. One might say of 
them “they are sweetly sentimental 
and sentimentally sweet.” “The Mas¬ 
ter’s Violin” and “Lavender and Old 
I^ace” contain possibly her best ef¬ 
forts. 

“The Love Letters of a Musician” 
are the outpourings from the passion¬ 
ate, loving heart of a poor violinist 
whose beloved has sent him away for 
some reason a hasty perusal of the 1 
book fails to reveal. But since the s

j Strange to say, Myrtle Reed is not 
musical, herself, but is sufficiently a 
lover of music to Interpret it well. 

* To revert to the story, the lover fln- 
i ally contracts some romantic sickness, 

, the letters are discovered and he 
awakens from his dilirium to find the 
lady of his heart seated at his bed¬ 
side, holding his hand. Lohengrin’s 
•Bridal Chorus” furnishes the inspir¬ 
ation for the closing chapter, when the 
good bishop makes further corre¬ 
spondence unnecessary. The story in 
itself, you see, is merely, a slender 
thread. However, with subtile grace 
and poetic imagery the writer weaves 
into so picturesque and delicate fabric 
that it resolves itself into a veritable 
cloth of gold. 

In everyday life, Myrtle Reed is Mrs. 
james Sidney McCullough, excellent 
.vife, staunchest of friends, last but not 
least, excellent cook. Although her 
royalties amounted to $ 3,000 last year 
and exceeded $5,000 for many years 
past, she is contented to occupy a six- 
room flat at the top of an apartment 
building which was completed about 
the time of her marriage two years 
ago, the name of which is “The Maple 
Leaf,” so called in honor of her hus¬ 
band’s country, Canada. 

Mrs. McCullough entertains exten- j 
sively yet simply and here in her self- , 
styled “Paradise Flat,” Myrtle Reed ] 
allows full sway to the individualistic 
traits of which one catches rare 
glimpses in her books. Witty, quick 
at repartee, original and daring, she 
there becomes the keystone of an ideal t 
home environment which she gladly t 
shares with all her friends. Above the 
quaint brass knocker on the door of the { 
flat is the Injunction: ^ 

“If you must knock, knock here. No 
knocking allowed Inside.”

Baldwin Cuts Down Encumbrance on 
Santa Anita Property Very 
Materially 

Pasadena Star.—“Lucky” Baldwin 
has reduced the mortgage on his ranch 
and other property by $230,000 during 
the last five years, according to fig¬ 
ures filed yesterday. Baldwin has 
given a trust deed for $1,320,000 to the 
Hibernia Savings and Loan Society of 
San Francisco, covering his ranch, 
property on Spring street, Los Angeles, 
and property in San Francisco. 

This trust deed is practically a re¬ 
newal of one given five years ago, but 
the first was for $1,550,000, showing 
that he has been making progress to¬ 
ward clearing himself recently. This 
has been done, it is thought, largely by 
creating subdivisions in sections of his 
Santa Anita ranch.

} According to the story King con- 
) sidered entering a professional race 
at San Francisco but refused because 
he was not assured of $1,000 in return. 
Regarding the matter the Examiner 
1 says: 

“It is improbable that ‘Soldier’ King 
will compete in the Mount Wilson 
climb, which is to be held several 
months hence, for the simple reason 
that he is a professional under the 
rules of the Amateur Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation and the local climb is sup¬ 
posed to be under the sanction of the 
A. A. U. The fact that King desired 
$1000, according to his own statement, 
before he would compete in a profes¬ 
sional race at San Francisco, although 
he did not receive the money, makes 
him a nrnfessional under the A. A. U. 
constitution, article 10 and section 1. 
The rules were made to protect ama¬ 
teur sport and not for the benefit of 
any athlete who wishes to fall back 
into the amateur ranks after he has 
been refused in professional circles. 
Whatever action may be taken by any 
A. A. U. board it must keep within 
the bounds of the constitution when 
considering King’s future application 
to enter amateur events.” 

With King in the race and some 
classy new talent a battle royal for 
the Police Gazette medals would be 
assured. On the other hand, with 
King out of the race there would be 
some assurance that the race would 
not be so one-sided as the first race. 
King’s eligibility must of course be 
decided by the Amateur Athletic Un¬ 
ion officials. Meanwhile the entries 
continue to come in regardless of the 
fact that the race is nearly three 
months in he future. 

Among others whose names have 
been received already are J. A. Shepp 
of the Pasadena Y. M. C. A.; A. E. J. 
Gregg, a San Diego boy; Ira Schragg 
of Pasadena; besides Reinwald, the 
Austrian, and Ed Bowden of the Olym¬ 
pic club, San Francisco, both of whom 
were in last year’s race.
